With the advance in the purchasing 
power of Chins, the Chinese® are now 
taking very readily to’ woollen goods, 
chiefly for outer wear. This is seen from 
the upward trend of imports, which is.so 
romising that the trade considers that 
efore very long China’s' position among 
importers of woollens “will be of very. 
grent importance. The people in this 
country are moresand more appreciative 
af.tho utility of woollen gurments, a0 
with the growth’ of industrialism and 
foreign trade in China, they-are wow in 
n position to buy what were formerly ¢x-, 
pensives luxuries. Until a decade 2g0 
gotten ‘clothing 
nsed, but Customs 8 
imports of cotton goo een 
ing for the last three years, while imports 
of woollens, on the contrary, have been 
steadjly rising. Shipments. of “woolten 
goods to China last year were four times 
those of 1920 both in value and quantity.: 
More than two-thirds of these imports 
came from Great Britain. The Yorkshire 
manufacturers are. now looking to. China 
as a ‘customer of first importance. The 
figures for 1924 are likely to prove that 
their confidence has not been misplaced. 
for the British trade papers report that 
during the three months ended Septem 
her China purchased — 12,000,000: square 
yards nearly times as much ag in 
the previous quarter. This extriordinary 
Fncreaye in demand is the main reason 
for thé return to full time of the’ Rrad- 
ford: millx, Otner countries occupy” only 
minor places in this trade, Germany being 
second and France third. The cheapest 
qualities are the most. in demand, al- 
though it is expectrd that the hest pro- 
ducts of the Bradford Jdonis will be galled 
Jor within a few years’ time. .
